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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Amendment to claim 1 is noted. 

Applicant's Terminal Disclaimer to obviate Provisional Double Patenting 
Rejection over a co-pending Application No: 11/792,505 is noted. 

Claims Allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A process for hydrocracking a hydrocarbon feedstock into a lower aromatic 
content middle distillate in the presence of hydrogen using a catalyst support comprising 
beta and Y zeolites comprising the steps as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the beta zeolite 
has a silica: alumina ratio of at least 250 and the middle distillates providing reduced 
aromatics and pour point as compared to using only zeolite Y, is not taught or fairly 
suggested in the prior art. 

The prior art teaches use of zeolite beta having a silica-to-alumina mole ratio of 
at least 1 0 up to about 1 00 and most preferably in the range of 20 to 30. Prior art does 
not recognize reduction in aromatics and pour point with higher silica: alumina ratio. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
